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U.S. Forces Set Back 
In Two Ground Battles 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Top gov- 
ernment officials reported to- 
day the budget deficit in the 
fiscal year that closed June 30 
was $25.4 billion — $5.6 billion 
above the administration's esti- 
mate in January and $3.1 billion 
above the revised estimate of 
March 31. 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry H. Fowler and Charles 
J. Zwick, director of the Bureau 
of the Budget, said in a state- 
ment that congressional delays 
in enacting the 10 per cent in- 
come tax surcharge were partly 
responsible. 
Receipts fell $2.3 billion short 
of what had been estimated in 
January because the surcharge 
did not go onto the books in 
time to bring in the revenue 
anticipated, they said. 
Spending was $3.3 bill ion high- 
er than estimated in January, 
they said. They noted however 
that spending for Vietnam was 
only $800 million above what

In the air a U.S. Navy 
pilot downed an enemy MIG17 
jet fighter in a five-minute dog- 
fight over North Vietnam.. One 
of the setbacks was dealt U.S. 
Marines from the 7th Regi- 
ments in a day-long battle about 
25 miles south of Nang. When 
the North Vietnamese finally 
pulled back under heavy air and 
artillery attack 
20 Marines 


were dead and another 40 were 
wounded. 


The battle took place Sunday, 


but was not reported until to- 
day. The M irines swept the bat- 
tlefield Monday and found only 
five North Vietnamese bodies. 
Possibly others were carried 
off by the enemy.

Chances For War-End 
Proposal Dimmed

WASHINGTON (AP)-Top gov­ 
ernment officials reported to­ 
day the budget deficit in the 
fiscal year that closed June 30 
was $25.4 billion - $5.6 billion 
above the administration’s esti­ 
mate in January and $3.1 billion 
above the revised estimate of 
March 31. 
Secretary of the Treasury

While I wasdoingthis, the 
boss was cutting meat for a hotel 
and the County Hospital.

had to be delivered by six a.rr.. 


I had no alarm :lock, bat the 


night watchman would wake me 
most of the time. One time 
I thought he had forgotten to 
wake m?. I went oat in front 
of th= shop to look at the town 
clock. It was awful hot by my 
bed, and I had no clothes on, 
I went out a little too far, and 
the door snapped shut behind 
me! I was locked out on Main 
St. without any clothes! I decid- 
ed to run around back and hide 
in the alley until the boss came. 
Luckily I had forgotten to lock 
my back door. It sure was good 
to get back on my cot again.

There 
is a motel there now. At that 
time, gas was stfil made out of 
coal. When I married in 1904, 
we had gas lights in our home. 
On the corners of Main St. 
a fellow came along everyday 
before dark and turned the lights 
on. He had a long pole with a 
fitting on the end that turned 
the lights on and off. 
I remember when they, ded­ 
icated the playground. There 
was quite a crowd there. The 
Red Bluff band played, and there 
were several speakers. Finally 
they called on Kraft's son to 
speak.

Offers Moving Hints

Another company suggests up­ 
holstering ceiling panels, if you 
have a ceiling with suspend­ 
ed ceiling grids.

If you don’t have that type erf 
ceiltng, you can still stretch 
fabric across your ceiling. Take

An­ 
chor it with staples or tacks and 
cover tacks with braid. Decora­ 
tors usually put a false molding 
around the ceiling so it isn’t 
necessary to anchor pins dir­ 
ectly to the plaster. 
A method has been revealed 
for fabric laminating your own 
window shades. Choose a close­ 
ly woven fabric, an all-over 
pattern rather than stripes or 
plaids which are difficult to 
line up. You will also need a 
heat-sensitive adhesive coated 
material that provides the lam­ 
inate. It is available in an 
opaque room darkening weight 
or translucent weight for light 
control. 
The adhesive backing is iron­ 
ed to the reverse side of the 
fabric in a series of steps that 
requires attention to detail. 
Gather together the fabric, a 
window shade roller 11/2 inch 
in diameter, a wood slat 1 1/4 
inch, non-waxy tailor's chalk, 
steel tape measure; yardstick 
or straight edge, sharp pencil, 
long shears, 
masking tape, 
electric iron. Directions pro­ 
vided by the manufacturer of 
the adhesive must be followed 
carefully.

Henry J. 
Schafer was bora in Germany, 
and be came to Red Bluff when 
he was 14 years old. He fought 
in the 1S98 Spanish American 
War, and was a veteran before 
he became an American citizen. 
He submitted this article in res­ 
ponse to a two-part series that 
we ran last week on toe Tehama 
County Free Library. 


I enjoyed your article about 
the Red Bluff Library very 
much, as I have lived in Red 
Bluff since 1893. Although my 
memory fails me some, I can 
still remember a lot about it. 
There used to be a one and one 
half story wooden building on the 
library lot. 
It was moved to 
Madison St. across the alley 
from the Telephone Co. A Mrs. 
McCarty lived in it for a long 
time. She used to live on Oak 
St. where the County parks their 
cars now, just in back of the new 
City Hall. 
I believe they had 
a fire there, and the old home 
was burned down. 
The Herbert Krafts were very 
friendly people. As you mention­ 
ed they donated the lots where 
the Kraft Playgound now stands. 
There used to be some old sheds 
down there, but they had to be 
torn down. 
When I came to Red Bluff, 
the old gas works were located 
just south of toe lots. 
There 
is a motel there now. At that 
time, gas was still made out at 
coal. 
When I married in 1904, 
we had gas lights in our tome. 
On the corners of Main St. 
a fellow came along everyday 
before dark and turned the lights 
on. He had a long pole with a 
fitting on the end that turned 
the lights on and oft. 
I remember when they, ded­ 
icated the playground. 
There 
was quite a crowd there. The 
Red Bluff band played, and there 
were several speakers. Finally 
they called an Kraft's son to 
speak. 
He looked all around, 
and then he said, 
"H ere it 
is, help yourself." 
Be got 
more applause than the big 
speakers! 
Tne land wnere the St. Eliz­ 
abeth Hospital now stands once 
belonged to an old family. 
It 
was a one and one half story 
wooden building. The Kraft bank 
had a mortgage on it and final­ 
ly had to take it over. 
The 
building was emety for a long 
time. Finally the Sisters want­ 


ed to start a hospital, so Mrs. 
Kraft gave it to them. 
Mrs. 
Kraft's name w a s Elizabeth, so 
they called it the St. E lizabeth 
Hospital. 


The Krafts were important 
in Red Bluff. 
I know one time 
a fellow had a bunch of sheep, 
and Kraft had a mortgage on 
them. 
The man could not pay 
oft his debts, so Kraft told him 
they would have to take his 
sheep. 


One morning when the Krafts 
arrived to open the bank there 
was a big bunch of sheep mill­ 
ing around on Main St. right 
in front of the bank. The for­ 
mer owner said, "Pm sorry I 
can't pay you. Well, here they 
are." 
The Krafts lived right 
across the alley from the bank; 
and of course, they had no place 
to keep sheep. 
They told him 
to aurry and take them back to 
his ranch, because they couldn't 
have those sheep running around 
oc Main St. Finally M r.Kraft's 
brother came out. 
He finally 
took everybody over 
to the 


saloon, and they worked out a 
solution. 
1 worked for Underhill and 
Cohn for two years. I received 
ten dollars a monto plus my 
board, and slept on a cot in the 
back. 1 got ud at five a. m. every­ 
day and fed the horses—there 
were no autos in those days. 
Then I returned an swept the 
shop. While I was doing this, the 
boss was cutting meat for a hotel 
and the County Hospital. 
It 
had to be delivered by six a.m. 
I had no alarm flock, but the 
night watchman would wake me 
most of the time. 
One time 
I thought he had forgotten to 
wake me. 
I went oat in front 
of the shop to look at the tou r, 
clock. It was awful hot by my 
bed, and 1 had no clothes on. 
I went out a little too far, and 
the door snapped shut behind 
me! 
I was locked out on Main 
St. without any clothes! I decicL 
ed to run around back and hide 
in the alley until the boss came. 
Luckily I had forgotten to lock 
my back door. It sure was good 
to get back on my cot again.

Save plenty of white tissue pa­ 
per prior to moving and also 
have on hand several sheets of 
red tissue paper. 
Assemble clean packing mate­ 
rials before actually starting to 
pack. Don’t use newspaper as 
the ink comes off. Buy white 
newspaper stock from a paper 
house or a moving company. 
Estimate the number and size 
of cartons you will need by mea - 
during such odd-shaped items 
as pictures, m irrors, art ob­ 
jects. 
Wrap very small items that 
might get lost in red tissue 
paper. This t*ill remind you 
that 
there is an item inside 
that should not be discarded 
with the packing materials when 
you unpack. 
Wrap glasses and china in 
pre-cut corrugated paper. Don’t 
put more than four plates to­ 
gether, with a soft pad between 
each one, closing up just one 
end with gummed tape, and 
stand the units on end, tape side 
down, in a carton, like books on 
a shelf. 
Put the heavier items in the 
bottom of the cartons. 
Label each carton with its 
contents as you finish packing. 
Also write on the carton what 
room the items came from. 
That way, when you get to your 
new home, the movers can put 
each carton in the proper place.

A ad u til an alcoholic is moti­ 
vated to seek help — to see 
himself "as he really is” and 
what liquor does to him and 
"that sobriety is going to be 
better for him than drinking"— 
he is na*. going to stop imbib­ 
ing, explains Dr. Krimm?l, dir­ 
ector o! Cleveland's famous 
Center on Alcoholism, which 
has treated mare than 5,000 
patients with a 42 percent suc­ 
cess record. 
A jarring crisis is essential 
for dramatizing the effects of 
drinking, 
says the director. 
Someone or something or some 
definite action is needed to 
convince the problem drinker 
that lie has "struck bottom." 
Ordinary threats are futile, 
because "the alcoholic won't 
move as long as he's protect­ 
ed in his drinking," Dr, Krim- 
mel said. 
The drinker has got to realize 
what alcohol does to him and 
resolutely vow, "Pve got to 
stop,” it is proved by case 
records at the Cleveland center.

Gather together the fabric, a 
window shade roller 11/2 inch 
in diameter, a wood slat 1 1/4 
inch, non-waxy tailor’s chalk, 
steel tape measure; yardstick 
or straight edge, sharp pencil, 
long shears, 
masking tape, 
electric iron. Directions pro­ 
vided by the manufacturer of 
the adhesive must be followed 
carefully.

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Contaminated Air Menace To Health 
There is growing reason to believe that air pollution, far from 


being a mere nuisance, Is a serious menace to health. This view 
has been fostered in recent years by episodes in which acute 
illnesses and even deaths have been linked with severe outbreaks 
of urban air pollution. The aged, and people with asthma or other 
lung ailments, have been shown to be especially susceptible. 


Statistical evidence now is beginning to indicate the air pol- 


lution also may contribute to other kinds of disease. This was 
brought out anew at a medical conference on air pollution re- 
search in Denver. 


Dr. Seymour I. Cohen of the California State Department of 


Health reported on a study showing a possible link between car- 
bon monoxide from auto exhausts and the heart attack death 
rate. A survey of thousands of patients indicated that those ad- 
mitted for heart attacks, or who died of such attacks, had more Qjy THE

carbon monoxide in the bloodstream than other patients.

A possible correlation between air pollution and stomach can- 


cer was the theme of another paper offered by Dr. Warren Winkel- 
stein Jr. of the State UniversityofNewYork at Buffalo. His stud- 
ies show that in neighborhoods with large amounts of airborne dust 
the death rate from cancer of the stomach is markedly higher than 
in neighborhoods with less polluted air. 


Neither study is conclusive. Much more re search will have to be 


done before such correlations can be fully accepted. The indica- 
tions thus far are highly suggestive, however. They tend to sup- 
port the growing belief among public health experts that polluted 
air poses grave health problems.

When they 
finally did give it up they were 
all invalids either at home or 
in hospitals, breathing through 
oxygen tubes, or living most 
of their lives in or near lung 
respirators: 


The first was a doctor, a 


psychiatrist with a brilliant 
record as a captain in the 
United States Navy. The sec- 
ond was a concert pianist of 
international importance. The 
third was a television producer 
whose work will live on while 
he Joes not. These three ac- 
complished human beings were 
unable to dominate the smok- 
ing habit and spent eight to 
10 years of their valuable lives 
as chronic invalids, all because 
of an infantile inability to 
grasp the importance of the 
absolute need to completely 
stop the Inhalation of tobacco 
smoke. And this insidious and 
persistent killer, emphysema, 
will continue unless smokers 
who are susceptible to this 
condition, fail to take the em- 
phatic advice of doctors. 


You notice I do not speak 


at this time of the relationship 
between tobacco and cancer of 
the lung and larynx. We know 
that it exists and that the ef- 
fect on the heart and the blood 
vessels is severe. This is the 
known rl«k that all excessive 
smokers take. Emphysema is 


now an epidemic disease that 
incapacitates p e o p l e and 
makes them, chronic invalids 
for years and years. 


Emphysema is a lung- condi- 


tion in which the air spaces 
are excessively enlarged and 
weakened so that they lose 
their elasticity. The result is 
that air becomes trapped in 
the lung and is responsible for 
the obstruction and free 
pas- 


sage of the inhaled air. It is 
known as aa obstructive lung 
disease that interferes with 
the free exchange of oxygen 
and carbon dioxide, so impor- 
tant to sustain health in all 
body tissue. 


Almost a l w a y s , chronic 


bronchitis is present for a long 
time before the emphysema 
changes occur ia the lung. 
When once these changes, the 
weakness of the tiny muscles 
that line the air sacs and ob- 
struction to breathing, occur, 
rarely can. the tissues again 
return to normal. Prevention 
is the key to avoidance of this 
chronic destructive condition. 


There may be many other 


causes for chronic coughs be- 
side the inhalation of tobacco 
smoke. Every chronic cough, 
with or without expectoration 
of sputum and with shortness 
of breath, deserves early study 
and immediate treatment, so 
that the irreversible changes 
of emphysema can be avoided. 


When the c o n d i t i o n is 


caught early, many new types 
of treatment can give the pa- 
tient considerable relief and 
increase the breathing capa- 
city of the lungs. If the under- 
lying cause is removed, em- 
physema can be kept in mod- 
erate control. The infection ac- 
sociated with this condition 
can be treated with new anti- 
biotics and many drugs which 
are effective as neutralizcrs, 
to help increase the lung capa- 
city. 


Postural exercises and inten- 


sive improvement of ventila- 
tion of the lung can keep 
many of these patients in com- 
parative good health. 


ARE WE UNGOVERNABLE? 


The (London) Sunday Times 


features an extensive article 
entitled "How the Democrats 
are tearing themselves apart," 
which leads off with a startling 
quotation, or rather misquota- 
tion, from Mr. Gerry Bush of 
the staff of Mr. Hubert Hum- 
phrey. "We can win the nom- 
ination in Chicago okay," Bush 
is quoted as saying in behalf 
of Humphrey.

Mr. Bush Is identified In the 
article as "an able youngDem- 
ocrat who has emerged as one 
of the most effective members 
of presidential candiate Hubert 
Humphrey's campaign team. 
His concern was serious, and he 
is not alone." 
Actually, says Mr. Bush, his 
stated 
worries 
were 
by no 


means 
confined 
to the diffi- 


culties that a Humphrey Admin- 
istration would have in govern- 
ing the country. He meant that 
the serious question has arisen: 
can ANYONE govern the coun- 
try? 
I asked him whether he 


agreed with the thesis that what 
one might call the McCarthy 
wing of American politics has 
acquired a singular leverage, 
inasmuch as they are the peo- 
ple who threaten ungovernabil- 
ity, not the others. If Hubert 
Humphrey is elected President, 
the followers of Richard Nixon 
and Ronald Reagan are not going 
to start burning down their Un - 
ion League clubs or their ma- 
sonic lodges. But some of the 
followers of Eugene McCarthy 
are, as some of them have put 
it, disposed to burn, haby, burn. 
Does this mean that the unruly 
left has maneuvered into a pos- 
ition whence blackmail is ef- 
fectively exerted? 
Vote our 


man in—or else we shall dis- 
rupt the republic? 


Mr. Bush shrinks from what 


he calls a partisan rendering 
of his misgivings, and Indeed 
he remarked dutifully that the 
threat of disruption from the 
right is potentially just as great 
as from the left. We couldn't, 
in the few minutes' conversa- 
tion over the telephone, come 
up with any right wing analogue 
of the doctors and preachers 
who are calling for civil dis- 
obedience, or of the students 
who preventother students from 


exercising their civil rights and 
who occupy whole campuses 
(Mr. Bush came into govern- 
ment via UCal in Berkeley), 
or of the left-winger who every 
now and then shoots a Presi- 
dent, or a presidential aspir- 
ant. 


One has to go back to the Ku 
Klux Klan to come up with Vio- 
lence on the Right: 
but the 


Klan and its following is, bles- 
sedly, diminishing, and even 
George Wallace disdains any 
association with it. 
An ex- 


treme right wing which was un- 
successful in getting a single 
Congressman to call for the im- 
peachment of Earl Warren is 
not likely to make America un- 
governable. 


No, Mr. Bush—and Mr. Hum- 
phrey presumably— are on to 
something very very important 
and very alarming, and are un- 
derstandably reluctant to ack- 
nowledge that the trouble tends 
to come from people whose 
votes they will shortly be soli- 
citings the American left. It 
is only true that the American 
Right is a possible source of 
disorder in the sense that the 
American Right, at the margin, 
would no doubt resort to force 
in order to re-establish order. 
In that sense, it can be said 
that the American Right is as 
much of a threat to America 
as the generals were to Argen- 
tina and Brazil who finally got 
around to kicking out Peron and 
Goulart. 


Would Senator McCarthy him- 
self contribute to the dissolu- 
tion of government? Would he 
run on a separate ticket? "At 
the 
moment," 
says 
the 


"Times," 
"he says no—and 


must, of course, tilll conven- 
tion time. But he says he might 
support it. 
If the year has 


established anything about that 
complex personality, it is that 
McCarthy is most 
dangerous 


when he thinks he has been 
double-crossed, as when Robert 
Kennedy 
moved in after New 


Hampshire, or his Nev York 
supporters were railroaded a 
few days ago. Each tine his 
staff detected a renewed appe - 
tite for battle; and a raw deal 
in Chicago or on the vay to 
Chicago, might well shatter his 
loyalty to the Democratic Par- 
ty." 
Leaving only bis oyal- 


ty to the republic.

viously passed by Congress, 


TJis am>:.idmerit aroused the 


wrath of the White House, which 
has done an excellent job of 
protecting the consumer. 
It 


was opposed by the American 
Meat Packers Institute, also by 
the poultry industry, both anx» 
ious for clean meat and poultry. 


Nevertheless it was slipped 


into the poultry inspection law 
by a little band of lobbyists 
representing state departments 
of agriculture who want to in» 
crease the power of their state 
bureaucracy. Tney favor state 
inspection rather than federal. 


The amendment was author, 


ed by Sen. Spessard Holland, 
D.Fla., a power in the Senate 
Agriculture Committee. 
OroV 


inarily Holland is out to pro- 
tect citrus fruit. He was for 
the consumer, however, when it 
came to the earlier meat in- 
spection bill passed last year. 
But this time he did a favor 
for Doyle Conner, Florida's 
Secretary of Agriculture, 
a 


leader of the National Assoc- 
iation of State Departments of 
Agriculture. 


Holland is a man of influence 


with his old friend, Sen. Allen 
EUender, D-La., who is chair, 
man of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. They usually work 
together and Ellender was glad 
to accomodate his friend from 
Florida. 
Ellender originally 


was for a strong inspection, 
but was peeved at Sen. Joseph 
Montoya of New Mexico, a Sen- 
ate champion of forthright meat 
and poultry inspection, because 
Montoya had suppoited the cot. 
ton import quota bill. 


Finally, there was Sen. Her- 


man Talmadge of Georgia, also, 
a power on the Agriculture 
Committee, who is a friend of 
Phil Campbell, the Secretary 
of Agriculture for Georgia and 
another top dog of the National 
Association of State Depart- 
ments of Agriculture. 


These were some of the wheels 


within wheels on Capitol Hill 
which threatens to upset the 
entire meat and poultry inspec- 
tion program 
of the United 


States. 
.DUPLICATING INSPECTIONS. 


On the surface the amend, 


ment which Senator Holland in- 
serted in the poultry inspection 
bill is completely innocent. It 
provides that state inspection 
programs, ifOX'dbythefederal 
government, can approve poul- 
try for interstate as well as 
intrastate shipment. But this 
means two overlapping inspec- 
tion systems, 
and obviously 


packing plants will gravitate 
to the most lenient system— 
state inspection. 


Even though a state inspec- 


tion system is approved by the 
federal government, experience 
shows that politics, payoffs, 
and lack of state funds usually 
make state inspection more lax 
for an unscrupulous meat or 
poultry plant. 


Furthermore, 
the Holland 


amondmont also applies to the 
meat inspection bill passed last 
year and considered a model 
for 
clean moat. 
It was en- 


dorsed by the American Meat 
Institute. 


Finally, the provision for two 


systems of inspection would 
almost certainly tend toward 
ending federal inspection, be- 
cause many meat packers, given 
the alternative of federal or 
state inspection, would go over 
to state inspection. 


Actually the poultry industry 


is against this overlapping of 
inspections and so are most 
of the meat packers. 
They 


want uniformity. To say that 
their products bear the stamp 
of the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture is an asset. 


But some mombers of the 


industry differ, particularly the 
western Meat Packers whose 
Washington lobbyist is Blaine 
Lijenquist. 
Lijenquist is the 


man who raised the hair of the 
House Agriculture Committee

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Contaminated Air M enace To Health 


There is growing reason to believe that air pollution, far from 
being a mere nuisance, Is a serious menace to health. This view 
has been fostered in recent years by episodes in which acute 
illnesses and even deaths have been linked with severe outbreaks 
of urban air pollution. The aged, and people with asthma or other 
lung ailments, have been shown to be especially susceptible. 


Statistical evidence now is beginning to indicate the air pol­ 
lution also may contribute to other kinds of disease. This was 
brought out anew at a medical conference on air pollution r e ­ 
search in Denver. 


Dr. Seymour I. Cohen of the California State Department of 
Health reported on a study showing a possible link between ca r­ 
bon monoxide from auto exhausts and the heart attack death 
rate. 
A survey of thousands of patients indicated that those ad­ 
mitted for heart attacks, or who died of such attacks, had more 
carbon monoxide in the bloodstream than other patients. 


A possible correlation between air pollution and stomach can­ 
cer was the theme of another paper offered by Dr. Warren Winkel- 
stein Jr. of the State UniversityofNewYork at Buffalo. His stud­ 
ies show that in neighborhoods with large amounts of airborne dust 
the death rate from cancer of Hie stomach is markedly higher than 
in neighborhoods with le ss polluted air. 


Neither study is conclusive. Much more research will have to be 
done before such correlations can be fully accepted. The indica­ 
tions thus far are highly suggestive, however. They tend to sup­ 
port the growing belief among public health experts that polluted 
air poses grave health problems.

EMPHYSEMA, claimed the 
lives of three of my friends 
during the past month. All of 
them were between the ages 
of 50 and 55 when they un­ 
necessarily died. I repeat, un­ 
necessarily, 
b e c a u s e 
they 
m ight have been alive and pro­ 
ductive had they taken the 
advice of their 
doctors to stop 
c i g a r e t t e 
s m o k i n g 10 
years ago. 
T h e y h a d 
t h i s in com­ 
mon, a chronic 
cough and 
a 
fixed idea that 
it was impos­ 
sible for them 
to give up tobacco. When they 
finally did give it up they were 
all invalids either at home or 
in hospitals, breathing through 
oxygen tubes, or living most 
of their lives in or near lung 
respirators. 
The first was a doctor, a 
psychiatrist with a brilliant 
record as a captain in the 
United States Navy. The sec­ 
ond w as a concert pianist of 
international importance. The 
third was a television producer 
whose work will live on while 
he does not. These three ac­ 
complished human beings were 
unable to dominate the smok­ 
ing habit and spent eight to 
10 years of their valuable lives 
as chronic invalids, all because 
of an infantile inability 
to 
grasp the importance of the 
absolute need to completely 
stop the inhalation of tobacco 
smoke. And this insidious and 
persistent killer, emphysema, 
will continue unless smokers 
who are susceptible to this 
condition, fail to take the em ­ 
phatic advice of doctors. 
You notice I do not speak 
a t this time of the relationship 
between tobacco and cancer of 
the lung and larynx. We know 
that it exists and that the ef­ 
fect on the heart and the blood 
vessels is severe. This is the 
known risk that all excessive 
smokers take. Em physem a is

now an epidemic disease that 
incapacitates 
p e o p l e

makes them chronic invalids 
for years and years. 
Emphysema is a lung condi­ 
tion in which the air spaces 
are excessively enlarged and 
weakened so that they lose 
their elasticity. The result is 
that air becomes trapped in 
the lung and is responsible for 
the obstruction and free pas­ 
sage of the inhaled air. It is 
known as an obstructive lung 
disease that interferes with 
the free exchange of oxygen 
and carbon dioxide, so impor­ 
tant to sustain health in all 
body tissue. 
Alm ost a l w a y s , 
chronic 
bronchitis is present for a long 
time before the emphysema 
changes occur in the lung. 
When once these changes, the 
weakness of the tiny muscles 
that line the air sacs and ob­ 
struction to breathing, occur, 
rarely can the tissues again 
return to normal. Prevention 
is the key to avoidance of this 
chronic destructive condition. 
There may be many other 
causes for chronic coughs be­ 
side the inhalation of tobacco 
smoke. Every chronic cough, 
with or without expectoration 
of sputum and with shortness 
of breath, deserves early study 
and immediate treatment, so 
that the irreversible changes 
of emphysema can be avoided. 
When the c o n d i t i o n is 
caught early, many new types 
of treatment can give the pa­ 
tient considerable relief and 
increase the breathing capa­ 
city of the lungs. If the under­ 
lying cause is removed, em ­ 
physema can be kept in mod­ 
erate control. The infection a s­ 
sociated with this condition 
can be treated with new anti­ 
biotics and many drugs which 
are effective as neutralizers, 
to help increase the lung capa­ 
city. 
Postural exercises and inten­ 
sive improvement of ventila­ 
tion of the lung can keep 
many of these patients in com­ 
parative good health. 


ARE WE UNGOVERNABLE? 
The (London) Sunday Tim es 
features an extensive article 
entitled “ How the Dem ocrats 
are tearing them selves apart," 
which leads off with a startling 
quotation, or rather misquota­ 
tion, from Mr. Gerry Bush of 
the staff of Mr. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey. 
“ We can win the nom­ 
ination In Chicago okay," Bush 
is quoted as saying in behalf 
of Humphrey. “ We can win the 
election in November. 
But 
then—can we govern the coun­ 
try?" 
Mr. Bush is identified In the 
article as “ an able young Dem ­ 
ocrat who has emerged as one 
of the most effective members 
of presidential candíate Hubert 
Humphrey's 
campaign 
team. 
His concern was serious, and he 
is not alone." 
Actually, says Mr. Bush, his 
stated 
worries 
were 
by no 
means 
confined 
to the diffi­ 
culties that a Humphrey Admin­ 
istration would have in govern­ 
ing the country. He meant that 
the serious question has arisen: 
can ANYONE govern the coun­ 
try? 
I asked him whether he 
agreed with the thesis that what 
one might call the McCarthy 
wing of American politics has 
acquired a singular leverage, 
Inasmuch as they are the peo­ 
ple who threaten ungovernabil­ 
ity, not the others. 
If Hubert 
Humphrey Is elected President, 
the followers of Richard Nixon 
and Ronald Reagan are not going 
to start burning down their Un - 
ion League clubs or their ma­ 
sonic lodges. 
But some of the 
followers of Eugene McCarthy 
are, as some of them have put 
it, disposed to burn, baby, burn. 
Does this mean that the unruly 
left has maneuvered into a pos­ 
ition whence blackmail is e f­ 
fectively exerted? 
Vote our 
man in—or else we shall d is­ 
rupt the republic? 
Mr. Bush shrinks from what 
he calls a partisan rendering 
of his m isgivings, and indeed 
he remarked dutifully that the 
threat of 
disruption from the 
right is potentially Just as great 
as from the left. We couldn't, 
in the few minutes’ conversa­ 
tion over the telephone, come 
up with any right wing analogue 
of the doctors and preachers 
who are calling for civil d is­ 
obedience, or of the students 
who prevent other students from 


exercising their civil rights and 
who 
occupy whole campuses 
(Mr. Bush came into govern­ 
ment via UCal in Berkeley), 
or of the left-winger who every 
now and then shoots a P r e si­ 
dent, or a presidential asp ir­ 
ant. 
One has to go back to the Ku 
Klux Klan to come up with V io­ 
lence on the Right: 
but the 
Klan and its following is, b les­ 
sedly, diminishing, and even 
George Wallace disdains any 
association 
with it. 
An ex ­ 
treme right wing which was un­ 
successful In getting a single 
Congressman to call for the Im­ 
peachment of Earl Warren is 
not likely to make America un­ 
governable. 


No, Mr. Bush—and Mr. Hum­ 
phrey presumably— are on to 
something very very important 
and very alarming, and are un­ 
derstandably reluctant to ack­ 
nowledge that the trouble tends 
to come 
from 
people whose 
votes they will shortly be so li­ 
citing: 
the American left. 
It 
is only true that the American 
Right Is a possible source of 
disorder in the sense that the 
American Right, at the margin, 
would no doubt resort to force 
in order to re-establish order. 
In that sense, it can be said 
that the American Right is as 
much of a threat to America 
as the generals were to Argen­ 
tina and Brazil who finally got 
around to kicking out Peron and 
Goulart. 


Would Senator McCarthy him ­ 
self contribute to the dissolu­ 
tion of government? Would he 
run on a separate ticket? “ At 
the 
moment," 
say s 
the 
“ T im es," 
“ he says no— and 
must, of course, tilll conven­ 
tion tim e. But he says he might 
support it. 
If the year has 
established anything about that 
complex personality, It is that 
McCarthy is most 
dangerous 
when he thinks he has been 
double -crossed, as when Robert 
Kennedy 
moved In after New 
Hampshire, or his Nev York 
supporters were railroaded a 
few days ago. 
Each time his 
staff detected a renewed appe­ 
tite for battle; and a rav deal 
in Chicago or on the vay to 
Chicago, might well shatter his 
loyalty to the Democratic P ar­ 
ty." 
Leaving only his loyal­ 
ty to the republic.

it, but, during the closing rush 
to adjourn Congress for the 
GOP convention, the lobbyists 
slipped an amendment into the 
poultry inspection bill which 
will undermine the entire sys­ 
tem 
of meat inspection pre­ 
viously passed by Congress, 
The amendment aroused the 
wrath of the White House, which 
has done an excellent job of 
protecting the consumer. 
It 
was opposed by the American 
Meat Packers Institute, also by 
the poultry industry, both anx­ 
ious for clean meat and poultry. 
Nevertheless it was slipped 
into the poultry inspection law 
by a little band of lobbyists 
representing state departments 
of agriculture who want to in­ 
crease the power of their state 
bureaucracy. They favor state 
inspection rather than federal. 
The amendment was author­ 
ed by Sen. Spessard Holland, 
D.Fla., a power in the Senate 
Agriculture Committee. 
Ord­ 
inarily Holland is out to pro­ 
tect citrus fruit. He was for 
the consumer, however, when it 
came to the earlier meat in­ 
spection bill passed last year. 
But this time he did a favor 
for Doyle Conner, 
Florida's 
Secretary of Agriculture, 
a 
leader of the National A ssoc­ 
iation of State Departments of 
Agriculture. 
Holland is a man of influence 
with his old friend, Sen. Allen 
Ellender, D-La., who is chair­ 
man of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. They usually work 
together and Ellender was glad 
to accomodate his friend from 
Florida. 
Ellender originally 
was for a strong inspection, 
but was peeved at Sen. Joseph 
Montoya of New Mexico, a Sen­ 
ate champion of forthright meat 
and poultry inspection, because 
Montoya had suppoited the cot­ 
ton import quota bill. 
Finally, there was Sen. Her­ 
man Talmadge of Georgia, also, 
a power on the Agriculture 
Committee, who is a friend of 
Phil Campbell, the Secretary 
of Agriculture for Georgia and 
another top dog of the National 
Association of State Dapart- 
ments of Agriculture. 
These were some of the wheels 
within wheels on Capitol Hill 
which threatens to upset the 
entire meat and poultry inspec­ 
tion 
program 
of the United 
States. 


-DUPLICATING INSPECTIONS. 
On the surface the amend­ 
ment which Senator Holland in­ 
serted in the poultry inspection 
bill is completely innocent. It 
provides that state inspection 
program s, if OK'd by the federal 
government, can approve poul­ 
try for interstate as w ell as 
intrastate shipment. But this 
means two overlapping inspec­ 
tion system s, 
and obviously 
packing plants will gravitate 
to the most lenient s y s te m - 
state inspection. 
Even though a state inspec­ 
tion sy stem is approved by the 
federal government, experience 
shows that politics, payoffs, 
and lack of state funds usually 
make state inspection more lax 
for an unscrupulous meat or 
poultry plant. 
Furthermore, 
the Holland 
amondmont also applies to the 
meat inspection bill passed last 
year and considered a model 
for 
clean moat. 
It w as eiw. 
dorsed by the American Meat 
Institute. 
Finally, the provision for two 
system s of inspection would 
alm ost certainly tend toward 
ending federal inspection, be­ 
cause many moat packers, given 
the alternative of federal or 
state inspection, would go over 
to state Inspection. 
Actually the poultry industry 
is against this overlapping of 
inspections and so are most 
of the 
m3 at packers. 
They 
want uniformity. 
To say that 
their products bear the stamp 
of the U.S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture is an asset. 
But som e members of the 
industry differ, particularly the 
western Meat Packers whose 
Washington lobbyist is Blaine 
Lijenquist. 
Lijenquist is the 
man who raised the hair of the 
House Agriculture Committee

for weakening the bill. 
Rod 
Leonard, assistant to Secretary 
Orville Freeman, sent a letter 
to Senator Holland which sup­ 
ported Holland's amendment. 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture has to do business with 
the 
state departments of ag­ 
riculture and Leonard was bow­ 
ing to state political pressure. 
Betty Furness, LBJ's con­ 
sumer champion in the White 
House, hit the ceiling, cracked 
down on Leonard. 
She made 
it clear she was speaking for 
her boss, the President. 
The Holland amendment to 
the poultry inspection bill now 
com es 
up 
for debate today. 
Whether consum ers’ champions 
in the Senate can knock it out 
will depend largely on such 
powerful 
farm Senators as 
Everett Jordan, N.C., and Her­ 
man Talmadge, Ga., who have 
been reasonably good on meat 
inspection in the past. 


— TAX 
LOOPHOLES— 
Rep. John Brademas, D.Ind., 
who voted against the recent 
ten per cent surtax on income, 
talks as he votes. A vigorous 
foe of overtaxing the lower- 
and middle-income brackets, he 
pointed out that the ten per cent 
surtax w ill fall largely on mid­ 
dle-income American fam 'lies, 
with no significant tax increase 
on a “ number of m illionaires 
who pay little or no taxes at all 
because of loopholes. 
“ Last year 24 persons with 
incomes of over $1 million, and 
over a thousand persons with 
incomes of more than $50,000, 
paid not a single penny in tax­ 
e s," said the Congressman who 
represents Notre Dame. 
He added that the goveriw 
ment loses an estimated $40 
billion annually through loop­ 
holes. 
“ Why should millions of mid­ 
dle-income Americans have to 
pay higher taxes while the ten 
biggest oil companies in the 
U.S. , with $7 billion in net 
income, paid only an eight-and- 
a-half per cent average tax 
rate?"

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Contaminated Air Menace To Health 


There is growing reason to believe that air pollution, far from 
being a mere nuisance, Is a serious menace to health. This view 
has been fostered in recent years by episodes in which acute 
illnesses and even deaths have been linked with severe outbreaks 
of urban air pollution. The aged, and people with asthma or other 
lung ailments, have been shown to be especially susceptible. 


Statistical evidence now is beginning to indicate the air pol­ 
lution also may contribute to other kinds of disease. This was 
brought out anew at a m edical conference on air pollution re ­ 
search in Denver. 


D r. Seymour I. Cohen of the C alifornia State Department of 
Health reported on a study showing a possible link between car­ 
bon monoxide from auto exhausts and the heart attack death 
rate. A survey of thousands of patients indicated that those ad­ 
mitted for heart attacks, or who died of such attacks, had more 
carbon monoxide in the bloodstream than other patients. 


A possible correlation between a ir pollution and stomach can­ 
cer was the theme of another paper offered by D r. W arren Wlnkel- 
steln Jr . of the State U niversity of New York at Buffalo. His stud­ 
ies show that in neighborhoods with large amounts of airborne dust 
the death rate from cancer of the stomach is markedly higher than 
in neighborhoods with less polluted a ir. 


Neither study is conclusive. Much more research w ill have to be 
done before such correlations can be fully accepted. The indica­ 
tions thus far are highly suggestive, however. They tend to sup­ 
port the growing belief among public health experts that polluted 
a ir poses grave health problems.

Emphysema Is A Waste 


EM PH Y SEM A , claimed the 
lives of three of my friends 
during the past month. A ll of 
them were between the ages 
of 50 and 55 when they un­ 
necessarily died. I repeat, un­ 
necessarily, 
b e c a u s e 
they 
might have been alive and pro­ 
ductive had they taken the 
advice of their

doctors to stop 
c i g a r e t t e 
s m o k i n g 10 
years ago. 
T h e y h a d 
t h i s in com­ 
mon, a chronic 
cough and 
a 
fixed idea that 
it was impos­ 
sible for them 
to give up tobacco. W hen they 
finally did give it up they were 
all invalids either at home or 
in hospitals, breathing through 
oxygen tubes, or living most 
of their lives in or near lung 
respirators. 
The first was a doctor, a 
psychiatrist w ith a brilliant 
record as a captain in the 
United States Navy. The sec­ 
ond was a concert pianist of 
international importance. The 
third was a television producer 
whose w ork w ill live on while 
he does not. These three ac­ 
complished human beings were 
unable to dominate the smok­ 
ing habit and spent eight to 
10 years of their valuable lives 
as chronic invalids, all because 
of an infantile inability 
to 
grasp the importance of the 
absolute need to completely 
stop the inhalation of tobacco 
smoke. And this insidious and 
persistent killer, emphysema, 
w ill continue unless smokers 
who are susceptible to this 
condition, fail to take the em­ 
phatic advice of doctors. 
You notice I do not speak 
at this time of the relationship 
between tobacco and cancer of 
the lung and larynx. W e know 
that it exists and that the ef­ 
fect on the heart and the blood 
vessels 1s severe. This is the 
known risk that aU excessive 
smokers take. Em physem a is 
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now an epidemic disease that 
incapacitates 
p e o p l e 
and 
makes them chronic invalids 
for years and years. 
Emphysema is a lung condi­ 
tion in which the air spaces 
are excessively enlarged and 
weakened so that they lose 
their elasticity. The result is 
that air becomes trapped in 
the lung and is responsible for 
the obstruction and free pas­ 
sage of the inhaled air. It is 
known as an obstructive lung 
disease that interferes w ith 
the free exchange of oxygen 
and carbon dioxide, so impor­ 
tant to sustain health in all 
body tissue. 
Alm ost a l w a y s , 
chronic 
bronchitis is present for a long 
time before the emphysema 
changes occur in the lung. 
W hen once these changes, the 
weakness of the tin y muscles 
that line the air sacs and ob­ 
struction to breathing, occur, 
rarely can the tissues again 
return to normal. Prevention 
is the key to avoidance of this 
chronic destructive condition. 
There may be m any other 
causes for chronic coughs be­ 
side the inhalation of tobacco 
smoke. Every chronic cough, 
with or without expectoration 
of sputum and w ith shortness 
of breath, deserves early study 
and immediate treatm ent, so 
that the irreversible changes 
of emphysema can be avoided. 
W hen the c o n d i t i o n is 
caught early, m any new types 
of treatment can give the pa­ 
tient considerable relief and 
increase the breathing capa­ 
city of the lungs. If the under­ 
lying cause is removed, em­ 
physema can be kept in mod­ 
erate control. The infection as­ 
sociated with this condition 
can be treated w ith new anti­ 
biotics and many drugs which 
are effective as neutralizers, 
to help increase the lung capa­ 
city. 
Postural exercises and inten­ 
sive improvement of ventila­ 
tion of the lung can keep 
many of these patients in com­ 
parative good health. 


A R E W E U N G O VERN A BLE? 
The (London) Sunday Tim es 
features an extensive article 
entitled "H ow the Democrats 
are tearing themselves apart,” 
which leads off with a startling 
quotation, or rather misquota­ 
tion, from M r.

Bush is Identified In the 
article as "an able young Dem ­ 
ocrat who has emerged as one 
of the most effective members 
of presidential candíate Hubert 
Humphrey’s 
campaign team. 
H is concern was serious, and he 
is not alone.” 
Actually, says M r. Bush, his 
stated 
worries 
were 
by no 
means 
confined 
to the d iffi­ 
culties that a Humphrey Adm in­ 
istration would have In govern­ 
ing the country. He meant that 
the serious question has arisen: 
can ANYONE govern the coun­ 
try ? 
I asked him whether he 
agreed with the thesis that what 
one might call the McCarthy 
wing of Am erican politics has 
acquired a singular leverage, 
Inasmuch as they are the peo­ 
ple who threaten ungovernabil­ 
ity, not the others. 
If Hubert 
Humphrey Is elected President, 
the followers of Richard Nixon 
and Ronald Reagan are not going 
to start burning down their Un - 
ion League clubs or their ma­ 
sonic lodges. 
But some of the 
followers of Eugene McCarthy 
are, as some of them have put 
it, disposed to burn, baby, burn. 
Does this mean that the unruly 
left has maneuvered Into a pos­ 
ition whence blackmail is e f­ 
fectively exerted? 
Vote our 
man In—or else we shall d is­ 
rupt the republic? 
M r. Bush shrinks from what 
he calls a partisan rendering 
of his m isgivings, and indeed 
he remarked dutifully that the 
threat of 
disruption from the 
right is potentially Just as great 
as from the left. We couldn’t, 
in the few minutes’ conversa­ 
tion over the telephone, come 
up with any right wing analogue 
of the doctors and preachers 
who are calling for civil d is­ 
obedience, or of the students 
who prevent other students from 


exercising their c iv il rights and 
who 
occupy whole campuses 
(M r. Bush came into govern­ 
ment via U C al in Berkeley), 
or of the left-winger who every 
now and then shoots a P r e s i­ 
dent, or a presidential a sp ir­ 
ant. 
One has to go back to the Ku 
Klux Klan to come up with V io ­ 
lence on the Right: 
but the 
Klan and Its following is, b les­ 
sedly, diminishing, and even 
George W allace disdains any 
association with it. 
An ex­ 
treme right wing which was un­ 
successful In getting a single 
Congressman to call for the im ­ 
peachment of E a rl W arren is 
not likely to make Am erica un­ 
governable. 


No, M r. Bush—and M r. Hum­ 
phrey presum ably— are on to 
something very very important 
and very alarm ing, and are un­ 
derstandably reluctant to ack­ 
nowledge that the trouble tends 
to come 
from 
people whose 
votes they w ill shortly be s o li­ 
citing; 
the Am erican left. 
It 
is only true that the Am erican 
Right is a possible source of 
disorder in the sense that the 
Am erican Right, at the margin, 
would no doubt resort to force 
in order to re-establish order. 
In that sense, It can be said 
that the Am erican Right is as 
much of a threat to Am erica 
as the generals were to Argen­ 
tina and B ra z il who finally got 
around to kicking out Peron and 
Goulart. 


Would Senator McCarthy him ­ 
self contribute to the dissolu­ 
tion of government? Would he 
run on a separate ticket? "A t 
the 
moment,” 
says 
the 
"T im e s,” 
"h e says no— and 
must, of course, tilll conven­ 
tion tim e. But he says h« might 
support it. 
If the year has 
established anything about that 
complex personality, It is that 
McCarthy is most 
dangerous 
when he thinks he has been 
double-crossed, as when Robert 
Kennedy 
moved In after New 
Hampshire, or his Nev York 
supporters were railroaded a 
few days ago. 
Each tin e his 
staff detected a renewed appe­ 
tite for battle; and a raw deal 
in Chicago or on the vay to 
Chicago, might well shatter his 
loyalty to the Dem ocratic P a r ­ 
ty.”

WASHINGTÓN — The house­ 
wives who buy meat didn’tknow 
it, but, during the closing rush 
to adjourn Congress for the 
GOP convention, the lobbyists 
slipped an amendment into the 
poultry inspection b ill which 
w ill undermine the entire sys­ 
tem erf meat inspection pre­ 
viously passed by Congress, 
The amendment aroused the 
wrath of the White House, which 
has done an excellent job of 
protecting the consumer. 
It 
was opposed by the Am erican 
Meat Packers Institute, also by 
the poultry industry, both anx­ 
ious for clean meat and poultry. 
Nevertheless it was slipped 
into the poultry inspection law 
by a little band of lobbyists 
representing state departments 
of agriculture who want to in­ 
crease the power of their state 
bureaucracy. Tney favor state 
inspection rather than federal. 
The amendment was author­ 
ed by Sen. Spessard Holland, 
D -Fla„ a power in the Senate 
Agriculture Committee. 
Ord­ 
inarily Holland is out to pro­ 
tect citrus fruit. He was for 
the consumer, however, when it 
came to the earlier meat in­ 
spection biU passed last year. 
But this tim e he did a favor 
for Doyle Conner, 
Florid a’s 
Secretary of Agriculture, 
a 
leader of the National Assoc­ 
iation of State Departments of 
Agriculture. 
Holland is a man of influence 
with his old friend, Sen. Allen 
Ellender, D .La., who is chair­ 
man of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. They usually work 
together and Ellender was glad 
to accomodate his friend from 
Florida. 
Ellender originally 
was for a strong inspection, 
but was peeved at Sen. Joseph 
Montoya of New Mexico, a Sen­ 
ate champion of forthright meat 
and poultry inspection, because 
Montoya had suppoi ted the cot­ 
ton im port quota b ill. 
Fin ally, there was Sen. Her­ 
man Talmadge of Georgia, also, 
a power on the Agriculture 
Committee, who is a friend of 
Ph il Campbell, the Secretary 
of Agriculture for Georgia and 
another top dog of the National 
Association of State Depart­ 
ments of Agriculture. 
These were some of the wheels 
within wheels on Capitol H ill 
which threatens to upset the 
entire meat and poultry inspec­ 
tion 
program 
of the United 
States. 


-D UPLICATIN G IN SPEC TIO N S. 
On the surface the amend­ 
ment which Senator Holland in­ 
serted in the poultry inspection 
b ill is com pletely innocenL It 
provides that state inspection 
programs, if OK’d by the federal 
government, can approve poul­ 
try for interstate as w ell as 
intrastate shipmf at. But this 
means two overlasping inspec­ 
tion system s, 
End obviously 
packing plants w ill gravitate 
to the most lenient system - 
state inspection. 
Even though a state inspec­ 
tion sy stem is approved by the 
federal government, experience 
shows that politics, payoffs, 
and lack of state funds usually 
make state inspection more lax 
for an unscrigjulous meat or 
poultry plant. 
Furtherm ore, 
the Holland 
amendment also applies to the 
meat inspection b ill passed last 
year and considered a model 
for clean meat. 
It was en­ 
dorsed by the Am erican Meat 
Institute. 
Fin ally, the provision for two 
systems of inspection would 
almost certainly tend toward 
ending federal inspection, be­ 
cause many meat packers, given 
the alternative of federal or 
state inspection, would go over 
to state inspection. 
Actually the poultry industry 
is against this overlapping of 
inspections and so are most 
of the 
meat packers. 
They 
want uniform ity. 
To say that 
their products bear the stamp 
of the U .S. Department of Agx 
riculture is an asset. 
But some mom!>ers of the 
industry differ, particularly the 
western Meat Packers whose 
Washington lobbyist is Blaine 
Lijenquist. 
Lijenquist is the 
man who raised the hair of the 
House Agriculture Committee 


just as the meat-packing b ill 
was up for debate last year. 


— W RATHY W HITE HO USE— 
One amazing development in 
t h e 
backstage maneuvering 
which led to the weakening of 
meat and poultry inspection was 
the fact that a top Agriculture 
Department aide put the John­ 
son adm inistration on record 
for weakening the b ill. 
Rod 
Leonard, assistant to Secretary 
O rville Freem an, sent a letter 
to Senator Holland which sup­ 
ported Holland’s amendment. 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture has to do business with 
the 
state departments of ag­ 
riculture and Leonard was bow­ 
ing to state political pressure. 
Betty Furness, L B J’s con­ 
sumer champion in the White 
House, hit the ceiling, cracked 
down on Leonard. 
She made 
it clear she was speaking for 
her boss, the President. 
The Holland amendment to 
the poultry inspection b ill now 
comes 
up 
for debate today. 
W hether consumers’ champions 
in the Senate can knock it out 
w ill depend largely on such 
powerful 
farm Senators as 
Everett Jordan, N.C., and Her­ 
man Talmadge, Ga., who have 
been reasonably good on meat 
inspection in the past.

I also find it a very interest­ 
ing fact that M r. Ward finds 
our sheriff’ s department sucha 
dependable source for ambul­ 
ance drivers, as he has as his 
two assistants two form er dep­ 
uty sheriffsfrom M r. W illiam ’s 
department. 
It would seem to me that 
our coroner, being a Tehama 
County tax payer, should find 
it very benifical to all concern­ 
ed that this service be control­ 
led by our county officials, thus 
saving all of us many, many 
dollars.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Tne 
first Olympic ñame to travel 
from Greece to the new world is 
to be lighted In Olimpia Aug. 23 
to start a month and a half jour* 
ney to Mexico City's Olympic 
Stadium. 
On Oct. 12, Enriqueta Basilio, 
Mexico,s best female rum er 
and a member of this country's 
Olympic team , will tro t into the 
stadium holding the symbolic 
flame aloft to open the Games 
of the 19th Olympiad. 
In between those two points 
the flame will travel by runner, 
by ship and even by swimmer 
as Mexico's emphasis on its de­ 
sire for peace and friendship 
with all peoples. 
Only twice before have the 
Olympic Games been held in the 
W estern 
Hemisphere — both 
tim es in the United States • 
and in each case the Olympic 
flame was ignited in the sta­ 
dium rather than being brought 
from the birthplace of inter­ 
national athletic competition. 
The cost to Mexico of the 
tprch’s journey has been con­ 
servatively estimated at $40, 
000. 
The actual cost will be 
higher but the 
expenses in 
Europe are to be borne by the 
National Olympic Committees 
of Greece, Italy and Spain. 
Once the torch is lighted at 
the spot w here the first record­ 
ed games were held in 776 B.C.

For Seniors, Grads 
CHICO— President Robert E. 


Hill of Chico State College has 
announced that all class quotas 
for the fall semester have been 
filled 
with the exception of 


transfer seniors and graduate 
level students. 


The announcement means, in 


effect, that applications can no 
longer be accepted for fresh- 
men, sophomores or juniors. 
The move marks the first time 
In the history of the 81-year- 
old institution that eligible stu- 
dents have had to be denied 
admission and redirected or re- 
ferred to other schools. 


Dr. Hill said that the college 
director of admissions has ad- 
vised him that "about 300 new 
freshmen have been denied ad- 
mission for fall, and it ap- 
pears 
that about 400 eligible 


transfer students cannot be ac- 
commodated."

reaching the decision to 


close 
enrollments for fresh- 


men, 
sophomore 
and junior 


students, President Hill empha- 
sized that the move was neces- 
sary In order to follow the re- 
commendations of the Master 
Plan for Higher Education in 
California which suggest that 
enrollment should be balanced 
at 40 per cent In the lower 
division and 60 per cent in the 
upper division. He said, also, 
that the "student-faculty-facil- 
ity relationship must be main- 
tained" in order to provide 
quality education 
within the 


framework of budgetary consid- 
erations. 


The students who have been 
denied admission are mainly 
those whose records were com- 
pleted after April 14 when the 
college's quota of 1,472 new 
freshman acceptances had been 
filled.

Enrollment Except 
For Seniors, Grads 
CHICO— President Robert E. 
Hill of Chico State College has 
announced that all class quotas 
for the fall semester have been 
filled 
with 
the 
exception of 
transfer seniors and graduate 
level students. 


The announcement means, in 
effect, that applications can no 
longer be accepted for fresh­ 
men, sophomores or juniors. 
The move marks the first time 
in the history of the 81-year- 
old institution that eligible stu­ 
dents have had to be denied 
admission and redirected or re - 
ferred to other schools. 


Dr. Hill said that the college 
director of admissions has ad­ 
vised him that “ about 300 new 
freshmen have been denied ad­ 
mission for fall, and it ap­

She was there on business, ac­
